cases are not classed as .influenza 
until they are really pronounced as

vice has made a "survey. 


There is one rat, at least, for ev- 


ery person in the United States 
This estimate is considered conser- 
vative, but coincides with .that foi 
Great Britain' and Ireland and also 
with authoritative figures ifor Den- 
mark, France and Germany. The an- 
nual upkeep per rodent w:is compu- 
ted l>y the same authorities as'$1.80 
in Great Britain, $1:20 in Denmark 
iind $1.00 in France. Tlie 
depreda- 


tions in this country 'will very prob- 
ably exceed the estimate for Great 
Britain. One-half a cent a day is 
considered conservative, 'but even on 
this computation'it costs'the United 
Slates $180,000,000 a- year to sup- 
port its rat population. . (This d6es 
not include mice).

that rats" are '"a" constant 'menace to 
the public health, that

Health Service has issued a "warn- 
ing, to the country to take the nec- 
essary measures to destroy them. In 
a new bulletin, "The Bat", very con- 
vincing'arguments are advanced ;is 
to why arid how the rodent .should 
be destroyed.
